THE NAVY LEAGUE. 
—e—- 
18th April. 

Mr. H. F. Wyatt, an honorary 
secretary of the Navy League, has 
just succeeded in forming a branch of | 
that organisation in Yokohama, and 
we learn that he is coming on to 
Shanghai to endeavour to form here 
a China branch of the League. Some 
few years ago, when the Navy League 
was first formed at home, a suggestion 
was made that a branch should be 
instituted here, but it was felt at that 
time that it would be out of place in 
such a cosmopolitan community as 
Shanghai is, Shanghai is just as 
cosmopolitan now as ib was then, and 
the objections made then seem to us 
to hold good still, although it must 
be confessed that from various causes 
there is a slight difference in the 
relations of the elements that make 
up our microcosm. Weare, however, 
inclined to deprecate any step that 
may possibly make the various nation- 
alities here less united than they are. 
‘The question is whether the forma- 
tion of a branch of the Navy League 
wonld have an unfavourable influence. 

The meeting in Yokohama, at 
which some forty British subjects 
were present, was attended by two 
Japanese naval officers in unifort 
is not mentioned why they were there 
and they do not appear to have taken 
any partin the proceedings. Perhaps 
it is proposed to organise a Japanese 
Navy League, though there is no coun- 
tryintheworld where patriotism needs 
less artificial stimulation than 
The British Minister, Sir Cl; 
MacDonald, G.C.M.G., K.C.B., was in 
the chair, and introduced Mr. Wyatt 
to the ineeting, his reason for taking 
the position he did in the matter 
being : “ Even a superficial student of 
the history of our empire and the man- 
ner in which it has been built up, will 
be well aware of the part the Navy 
has played in the building of it, and I 
consider it, therefore the duty of ev 
Britisher to do his best to press 
forward the work of seeing to it, that 
we have an efficient aud adequate 
first line of defence.” This is un- 
doubtedly true; as true as the words 
of the philosopher quoted by Carlyle 
as the motto of his “French Revol. 
tion,” with which Sir Claude asserted 
his entire agreement; “Great is the 
controversy; superhuman the work; it, 
involves our kingdom, our freedom, 
our prosperity, our peace.” 

Mr, Wyatt made a long and very 
careful address, in which he pointed 
out that the official definition of the 
League is: “A. strictly non-par 
organisation to urge upon the Gover 
ment and the Electorate the para- 
mount importance of an adequate 
Navy as the best guarantee of peace.” 
This is the note of the twentieth as

own territories, Nowadays enormous 
armies and navies are maintained, 
and every invention of science adopt- 
ed, simply to guarantee the peace of 
the world, and when a nation builds 
new warships or organises new army 
corps it does it to prove to an 
applauding world its devotion to 
universal harmony. ‘This being 
granted, and it is nowadays universally 
granted, the formation everywhere of 
army leagues and navy leagues is a 
thing to be encouraged by everyone 
who is opposed to the crude barbarity 
of war.

Mr. Wyatt made it a point to 
answer a question which is sure to be 
asked in Shanghai as it was in Yoko- 
hama: “Why should we. who are 
citizens not of a British colony, but of 
an international settlement, actively 
support the British Navy League /” 
His answer was as follows 
«Well, gentlemen, it is probably a 
safe assumption that you and nearly 
all British residents in this country 
are deeply interested in the security 
of the sea-borne commerce of the 
empire. If that commerce were 
destroyed in war, or even for a long 
time ‘suspended, British residents 
would be terribly hard hit, and it is 
therefore immensely to their interest, 
todo what they can to ensure that 
the Navy shall be adequate to its 
protection, Again, British subjects 
living in Japan have not, certainly, 
lost. their

does your patriotism impel yon, to 
render it service yes. 

“But how can you render the 
service, ur how can you, at this dis- 
tance from England, lo anything to 
urge forward, both there and in the 
empire generally, the solution of the 
reat problems of naval defence?

Work has begun on the railway outside 
the east suburb, the earth-works bein 
fairly well advanced. It is being pushed 
along pretty rapidly, so that we have hopes 
that within a year we may see locomotives 
in this region. Mr. Hildebrand, Chief of 
the railway construction, told your 
respondent that he thoaght by next sprin 
the rails would be laid to Chinanfu, and 
one of the German party, which is now 
here, told me that trains would be running 
through to this place by a year from next 
June. ‘The station will’ be about ten 
minutes’ walk from the east suburb gate. 


The Jinricshas, 

of which I wrote you iu my last, are now 
for hire regularly on the streets of the city 
in competition with the wheel-barrows, the 
ricshas bye hired out at 50 cash a day to 
coolies by the factory which manufactures 
them, or if the coolie wishes to buy his 
vehicle he may secure it for 18,000 copper 
cash. Efforts are being made to make the 
streets more passable for the jinricshns by 
having stone cutters chip off’ the uneven 
surfaces of the blocks of paving, the chips 
being then filled into the ruts worn in the 
stones. Unless, however, carts are kept off 
the streets it ix to be feired this method 
will not amount to much, as a single cart 
will suffice to scatter the chips out of the 
rats,

An Unwilling Magistrate. 

We of Ichoufu supposed we were to have 
a new magistrate. For the decree had 
“come down from above” ordering our 
Yii Ta-lao-yeh and the Ch‘angch‘ing magis- 
trate to change districts. But there was 
to be another illustration of the truth em- 
bodied in the words ‘ the best laid schemes 
of mice and men,” ete., and our magistrate 
is still with us. He’ attempted to get 
away ; he left us before the festivities of 
the New Year season were fairly over. 
Unfortunately he failed to put his house in 





order before his departure ; an affair of 
long standing, a case between the Catholics 
and their persecutors, was not settled. 

On his departure he went at once to 
Chinanfu, according to custom, to present 
himself fo the Governor. H.E. Chou Fu 
Kept Yi waiting over a month before 
granting him an audience. When this 
formality was finally allowed, to the con- 
sternation of our magistrate, he was 
upbraided for leaving his district with an 
important case unsettled, and was ordered 
back to see it through. 

Thus it happens that Yi is with us 
again. Even his Hanlin degree did not 
save him from a deserved loss of face. It 
is reported now that he will do anything, 
pay any amount, to settle the troublesome 
case, But these persecutors of the Catholics 
are still at large, 


Good News. 

Your correspondent has just returned 
from a twenty-four-day trip in the northern 
part of this prefecture. During this time 
the weather was remarkable for its wetness. 
‘He was five times delayed by rain or snow. 
‘Among other facts yathered by inquiry and 
observation were the excellent crop pro- 
spects, the cheapness of grain, aud the 
peaceableness of the people; the Boxers 
may be etill active in Tung Fu-hsiang’s 
region, and the An Tsing Hui may bo 
hunting for Catholic scalps in northern 
Kiangsu and adjacent country, but these 
farmers are quiet and happy, and are 
paying comparativoly little attention to the 
doings of the rest of the Chinese world. 
Rumours obtain among them, but not to 
any alarming extent. 


Hopes Unrealised. 

It is now almost five years since Ichoufu 
awoke one morning with the sudden realisa- 
tion that it was possible that she might 
soon have 4 part in this world of rush and 
enterprise. Several Germans appeared, 
and the coal imines of this region were ex- 
ploited; our coal, so we were told, compared 
woll with that of Wales; diamonds were 
discovered, anda Chinese Kimberley soemed 
to be a possibility; gold also was found. 
Moreover we wore assured that a railway 
was to be built within three or four years. 

Since that time our ideas of commercial 

reatness have gradually contracted. Two 

jerman syndicates opened headquarters 
here, but there are not always Germans in 
charge. The diamond fields are in statu 
quo ; the coal fields are still undeveloped ; 
gold is all that is now receiving the atten- 
tion of our friends ; there are gold wash- 
ings 45 miles north of the city. But 
whether it pays or not, no one knows 
except these subjects of Wilhelm IT, and 
they are remarkably successful in keeping 
fast hold of all information they have 
acquired. 

We try to find out about the railway, 












































for it is our last hope. We are now told 
that there fs to be no branch from Kaomi, 
east of Weihsien, to Ichoufu, as at first 
contemplated ; but, that the through line 
from Tientsin to Chinkiang, connecting at

pass through Ichoufu. But till there is 
something more definite than conjecture, 
till at any rate we sec the surveyors of the 
new road, we will not suffer our hopes to 
again master us.

Helping the Destitute. 

Rice, which has been selling for double 
going down a little as a result of 
the recent rains. The last that has been 
heard of the money that came to the city 
early in the fall from the Emperor for 
famine relief is, that two rich rice mer- 
chants have been sent to Chéngtu with it 
to buy rice for distribution here. ‘The men 
have not returned ; no rice has come and 
the starving are dy’ 

One of the Missions in the city has oper 
ed a rice kitchen where a bowl of rice, 
with salted turnips to go with it, is sold 
for threo cash to the very poor. Between 
three aud four hundred are helped daily 
in this way. About twenty thousand 
destitute men, women and children, have 
already been helped. 


The New Silver Dollar

if possible One of their schemes is to buy 
them all up and remould them into the 
ton-tael lumps.

‘There was a general mecting of the Hu- 
kuang Missionary Association yesterday 
which ended the business of those “Re- 
gulations” which have been brought to 
the notice of your readers by some of your 
correspondents. 

The total number of votes “For” the 
resolutions had amounted to 95—thero 
wero still only 6 against. and 4 others who 
would only vote “For” on condition that 
they were amended. The particular amend- 
ment desired was proposed and was ac- 
copted by 9 votes to 5. That will however 
reduce the numbers “For,” as a small 
minority will not add their names as sub- 
seribing to the Regulations now that they 
fare amended, Still, the 4 conditional votes 
fare captured and also 2 at. least of the 
negative votes. 

The Governor as Acting Viceroy has re- 
cently issued the China Missionary Asso- 
ciation Regulations in proclamation form. 
‘Tho Hukuang Association has particularly 
requested that this shall not be done with 
its documents.

Trappist Monastery Burned. 
Readers of the “N.C. Daily News” 
who read in your columns towards the end 
of last. year a long account of the singular 
Trappist Monastery at Tobetst near Hako- 
date will be sorry to hear that this build- 
ing and its outhouses have been all con 
sumed by fire. ‘Tho monks have taken 
refuga in an orphanage they had built at 
koma distance from the mionastery, but 
they are sadly hampered by the lack of

The Evacuation of Manchuria. 

The Japanese are becoming somewhat 
excited about the evacuation—or rather 
practical non-evacuation—of Manchuria

its bellicose attitude and its insistence on 
the immediate settlement. of the Man- 
churian question. It. was so convinced, 
however, that the Anglo Japanese alliance 
meant the settlement of that qnestion 
‘once and for all that it ostentatiously 
dissolved in spring last after a big final 
hanguet and lots of <elf-congratulation. 
Necing that the Manchurian question is 
about as far from settlement uow that a 
year has clapsed since the conclusion of 
the said alliance as it was before, the mem- 
bers of the defunct association are think- 
ing of resurrecting it.

many has been really displayed by 
our Goverment; it was our Cabinet 
Minister who “paid ‘an official visit to 
German Arify mancuvres and ac- 
cépted ‘a German decoration. 

One reagon why French eyes are 
again looking kindly across the Chan- 
nel is that there is a cooling of the 
affection between France and Russia. 
This is’ one of thosé secrets that 
everybody knows’ but that are not yet 
public. But whencesoever it arises,the 
revival ofa good understanding be- 
tween France and England is a good 
thing in itself, good for b>th nations, 
and for the world at large.
